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Model Cities Touch 
Off Power Struggle

WASHINGTON (AP) — Early 


planning in the Model Cities 
program has been marked by 
widespread disputes—and some 
outright

tween city officials and resi-

But H. Ralph Taylor, assita- 


tant secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, says in most cases 
it's been a healthy conflict. 


"There are tensions," Taylor 


said in an interview. "But re- 
member, you're starting from a 
background of suspicion on both 
sides. This has cbeen a very 
healthy thing." 


Taylor 
said 
that 
although 


some of the 
disputes 
have 


turned into outright struggles 
for control of the programs, 
only in two of the 75 cities se- 
lected so far—Newark, 
N.J., 


and Oakland, Calif.—have city 
hall and the neighborhood failed 
to reach an acceptable agree- 
ment on how to divide authority. 


The 
government 
withholds 


planning funds until it is satis- 
fied with the arrangement. 


The Model Cities program, be- 


gun nine months ago with selec- 
tion of 63 cities, is attempting to 
make a single poor neighbor- 
hood in each city an attractive 
place to live. 


While local governments have 


ultimate responsibility for the 
program, residents of the cho- 
sen neighborhoods must be giv- 


en "maximum" participation. 


Taylor said struggles for con- 


trol have occurred in some cit- 
ies where either the mayors or 
the neighborhoods wanted to 
run the whole show.

Officials in some cities have 


given complete authority to the 
neighborhoods, Taylor said.

VATICAN CITY (AP) _ Pope 


Paul VI today banned the con- 
traceptive pill and all other me- 
chanical and chemical means of 
birth control for the world's half 
a billion Roman Catholics. He 
also indicated that the rhythm 
method should not be employed 
as a regular practice. 


"Every matrimonial act must 


remain open to the transmission 
of life," the Pope declared in a 
cey sentence of his long-delayed 
encyclical letter on one of the 
most controversial issues facing 
:he church today. 


"To destroy even only partial- 


y the significance (of inter- 
course) and its end is contradic- 
:ory to the plan of God and to 
lis will," the pontiff declared. 
This appeared to rule out the 
wssibility of any future accepl- 
mce by Pope Paul of contracep- 
ion for any reason and seemed 
o imply disapproval of the con- 
stant use of the rhythm method

cincts and district caucuses and 
state conventions," they said. 


"This process," they added, 


"has been fair and it has shown 
that the overwhelming majority 
of the nation's Democrats favor 
Vice President Humphrey for 
nomination and election as next 
president." 


The Humphrey forces claimed 


41 delegates out of 46 in Kentuc- 
ky, 49 out of 54 in Virginia and 
20 of 26 in Utah.

First 
he declared himself not interest- 
ed and that he could best serve 
the public by remaining on the 
job at Albany. A few weeks ago 
the national polls show pretty 
clearly that Nixon may have the 
delegates to the G.O.P. conven- 
tion but Rockie has the public's 
affection, and he is now staging 
a blitzkreig to bomb Nixon out of 
the Miami convention hall next 
week.

The 
maker of a will knows that his 
words will probably not come to 
light until after his death — 
when he is safe from retribu- 
tion. Under this protection, as 
one expert put it: 
"Human 


nature removes its mask." 
GENERALLY, YES 


Are such legacies valid? In 


making a will, is there a "right 
to be mean"? 


Generally s p e a k i n g , the 


answer 
is yes. The law is 


reluctant to condemn the mo- 
tives of someone who is not 
present to make explanations. 
No court can be sure what real 
grievances 
might 
have 
lain 


hidden in his heart. 


Besides, the very idea of a 


will is to give the maker the 
right to pick and choose among 
the 
possible 
objects 
of 
his 


bounty, favoring one, rejecting 
another. 


On the other hand, if a will is 


sufficiently unnatural, that may 
be some indication 
that the 


person who made it was either 
under undue influence or men- 
tally incompetent. 
CAN'T BREAK LAW 


For instance: a spinster's will 


left all her money to a niece, 
cutting off the brother she had 
long loved dearly. This was 
held sufficiently strange, along 
with other circumstances, 
to 


justify the conclusion that the 
woman had been subjected to 
undue influence by the niece. 


Furthermore, unnatural pro- 


visions won't be upheld if they 
are contrary to state laws or in 
conflict w i t h public policy. 
Thus, a court would not approve 
instructions to "Burn all my 
money" or "Hire a gunman to 
do away with my boss." 


Fortunately, the average will 


docs not reflect either venom or 
spite. Most people find some- 
thing better to do with their last 
words than to leave a legacy of 
hate. Not many individuals care 
to be remembered that way.

When a positive 
skin test is "read" by the 
doctor, it only means that at 
some time during his life, the 
person had been infected either 
mildly or severely by tubercu- 
losis. A positive test does not 
mean that active tuberculosis 
exists at the time of the test. 


"What then is the purpose of 


this test, if it is not to establish 
the presence of the disease? It 
means 
t h a t 
some 
of the 


shadows seen by X-ray can 
more readily be explained even 
in the absence of active tuber- 
culosis. 


A positive test alerts doctors 


and shows the need to have all 
members of a family X-rayed 
at regular yearly intervals, to 
be sure that no active infection 
is present. 


The actual diagnosis of tuber- 


culosis is made by the study of 
the sputum, and by clinical and 
X-ray examination of the chest. 
An important thought" must be 
stated. It is a misconception 
that tuberculosis is a disease 
that no longer exists. This is 
wrong. The control and cure is 
better today than it was 30 
years ago, but chronic coughs, 
unusual fatigue and loss o f 
weight are symptoms that plead 
to be recognized rather than 
neglected.

Raynaud's Disease o c c u r s 


more frequently in women and 
has a few known and many 
more unknown causes. Tobacco 
undoubtedly is responsible for 
spasm of the arteries in this 
and many other types of circu- 
latory disturbances. S e v e r e 
emotional upsets are considered 
important though not nearly as 
important as tobacco. Exposure 
to coldness and dampness fur- 
ther intensifies the spasm of the 
arteries leading to "end surfac- 
es" like the tips of the fingers, 
toes and nose.

ed a few scattered values. Fry 
later contracted for a slam in 
clubs. 


Six clubs would ordinarily go 


down one, but Fry made the 
slam by executing one of the 
neatest swindles ever recorded. 


West has a difficult choice of 


opening leads and finally select- 
ed a diamond. It was at once 
apparent to Fry that the slam 
depended on the heart finesse, 
since he had a spade loser to 
start with. 


The problem was to make the 


hand even if the heart finesse 
lost, and declarer sized up his 
chances perfectly'when he play- 
ed the queen of diamonds from 
dummy faster than you can say 
Sam Fry. 


East 
played the king and 


South the ace. Declarer then led 
a club to the jack and took a 
heart finesse, which lost. West, 
after 
first 
stopping to con- 


gratulate himself on his saga- 
city in having chosen a diamond 
lead, triumphantly led the jack 
of 
diamonds — which 
Fry 


ruffed. 


Declarer d r e w two more 


rounds of trumps, cashed his 
hearts—on which he discarded 
dummy's spade — and ruffed 
the queen of spades to produce 
the twelfth trick. 


One must symphathize with 


West, who could not imagine 
that Fry Would waste the queen 
of diamonds on the 
opening 


lead, holding the singleton ace. 
West had no way of knowing 
that East had the ace of spades, 
and it simply did not occur to 
him to return any card but the 
jack of diamonds when he won 
the heart. 


Fry had taken the precaution
